From the Lecompton Democrat. 
The Constitution, Not to be Submitted to 
the People. 

The Constitutional Convention adjourned laat 
Saturday night, after having completed its la 
bora, by the adoption of a Constitution, with a 
provision for submitting slaverv clauae to a vote 
of the people. It remains to be seen whether thia 
partial and imperfect oppoituuily to mould the 
institutions of the nascent State, will satisfy the 
people who are most interested in them. 

The proceedings of the Convention have not 
vet been published, and we are not altogether 
certain that we are correctly advised in all parti- 
culars. But according to our information, the 
question upon which the people are autorized to 
decide is upon the peculiai -provisions presented 
on the subject of slaverv. They are called upon 
to vote "For the Constitution with slavety," or 
"For the Constitution without slavery/ but at 
all events, they must vote 
lion," in one' 
forms in which 
frame it 

We are even informed, though we can scarcely 
credit the statement, that the admission is not 
even in so good a form as this. According to (his 
information , the question left to the people is only 
whether slaves shall hereafter be introduced into 
the State, or whether it shall continue in the con- 
dition in which the Territory now is, with a limit 
ed number of slaves, to remain as such under the 
new Constitution. If this be the true character 
of the propositions submitted by the Constitution, 
it is verv evident that they do not meet the exi- 
gencies of the case, and will never satisfy tr 
people. Independent of the fact, that there is 
no opportunity given to reject the instrument al 
together, or to adopt it by a free and unconslrain 
ed vote in its favor, there is in truth, nothing sub 
stantial involved in the alternative presented 
It is nothing but the old story of the white man 
and the Indian: "I'll take the turkey and you take 
the buzzard; or you take the buzzard and I'll take 
the tuikey." It is nothing but a dodge of the 
most disreputable character. 

We cannot but consider this result as most un- 
fortunate, and calculated to prolong the difficul- 
ties in the Territory. It was perhaps the neces- 
sary consequence of the peculiar circumstances 
attending the election of the «~ouvention itself. 
That body was cnosen by a mere faction of the 
population, and could not be considered as repre- 
senting the masses. Having no sympathy with 
the p< ople, and conscious of not commanding 
their confidence, it would have required more 
than ordinary wisdom to have induced them to 
hazard their work by putting it fairly and unre- 
servedly to the popular vote They "have chosen 
what, in their sharp sighted cunning, seemed to 
them the more effectual mod? of forcing the peo 
pie to accept one or two alternative propositions, 
giving the majority absolutely no opportuni 
ty to reject u form of government, which 
mav not be in accordance with their sovereign 
will. 

We think the Convention has committed a cap 
ital error. It was in their power completely to re- 
deem themselve* in the eyes of the people, and to 
cure all the defect* of their original election 
They ought to have risked themselves frankly 
upon the popular support appealing to the patrio- 
tism aud justice of the people to su«tain their acts. 
Wiih the exception of Judge Elmore, A W. 
Jones, and a few other good men, they seemed to 
be haunted by the fear that the majority would 
reject any Constitution that they might make. 
Retter, a thousand times, that their Constitution 
should be rejected, than that it should be forced 
upon an unwilling and dissatisfied people. But we 
do not believe, that if a frank and manly conn 
dence had been exhibited towards the people, 
that a reasonable and fair Constitution would 
have been rejected by them. They would have 
been conciliated by the full acknowledgement of 
their right to decide upon the adoption of their 
fundamental law, and no considerable part of 
them would have sacrificed their sense of duty to 
a mere feeling of resentment. We have had 
abundant evidence to satisfy our minds that while 
the more rancorous and heated partizans were 
ready to vote down anything that might be pre- 
sented, tiie great body of the people, intelligent 
and sober-minded men of business, having but 
little interest in mere party squabbles, were pre 
pired to judge of the Constitution upon its real 
merits, and to vote accordingly. 

With all our unfortunate history before us, 
with the spirit of agiUtiou and strife still slum 
bering among us, and ready to be aroused at any 
moment by the slightest wrong or even appear- 
ance of injustice, we cannot but repeat our decla- 
ration, that all the laborious deliberations of the 
Convention have culminated in folly, and are 
calculated to produce nothing but misfortune to 
the Territory. The people cannot be deceived by 
the mockery of an election , in which they are at 
liberty only to ehoo.-c between two propositions, 
when perhaps they may not be willing to take 
either of them. It matters but little, under exist- 
ing circumstances, whether these alternative 
propositions are good or bad. The people; con- 
scious of possessing the right of accepting or re- 
jecting according to their own good pleasure, 
will not suffer themselves to be forced in the 
matter at all — not even to accept a good Consti- 
tution, if it be forced upon them in a manner in 
consistent with their right of choice. If a good 
Constitution may be thus imposed upon them 
without their consent, a bad one may be as well. 
The accidental character of the two propositions 
presented to the people by this stratagem, does 
not effect the question of right as to the manner 
of their presentation, and the utter want of 
freedom in the performance of this great act 
of sovereignty— the adoption of a State Constitu 
ron. 

We do not know what will be the immediate 
result of this unfortunate proceeding of the Con- 
rention. Whether the mass of the people will 
participate in the vote upon the alternative pro 
position, or leave them to be decided by an in- 
considerable party which elected the members of 
the Convention, we are wholy unable to predict. 
We are inclined to think that the Free State par- 
ty generally will refrain from voting, and that 
trouble will be produced by the adoption of a Con- 
stitution known to be unacceptable to the majori- 
ty of the population. 

Most earnestly do we deprecate a result so un 
fortunate, and calculated to produce such serious 
disturbance. Will the troubles of this unhappy 
Territory never have an end? Will parties nev- 
er cease to struggle for ascendency to be gained 
by 6tratagera, instead of by a fair and manly ap- 
peal to public opinion? We believe there will 
never be peace and quiet in Kansas, until every 
question of difference shall have been honestly sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the people and decided 
by them without restraint or hindrance. Any de- 
vice adopted for the purpose of evading this or- 
deal, will but prolong the struggle infinitely and 
give perpetuity to trouble and to angry agitation. 



The Tennessee, from Vera Cruz the 21st ult., 
reached New Orleans on the 24th. Advices are 
to the 19th from the capital, two weeks later, and 
from all parts of the Republic as late as due.— 
The news is of great importance. The extraor- 
dinary dictatorial powers had been granted in 
full to the President, but the Republic was in a 
most distracted condition Another general rev- 
olution seemed to impend. The Tennessee 
brought among her passengers twenty three polit- 
ical exiles.

As they 
came up to the slaves one of them made a break 
for the woods, and escaped; the other struck Mr. 
Barston upon the shoulder with a club, which 
knocked him down, when the son of Mr. Barston 
fired a pistol at the offender. Fortunately, the 
pistol sbotdid no harm, and the party surrender 
ed and were taken back. Mr. Barston is a good 
deal injured from the effects of the blow, and it 
it presumed he will not recover from it for a con- 
length of time.— Lou.

Pic: Since the mail was made up nothing 
of importance has transpired, although rumor* 
are on every tongue. The pronunciados are 
everywhere hovering about the city, and their 
plan has just reached my hands. It has not yet 
been made public. It provides for the calling of 
•i Congress or council of principal men from the 
States, who shall name a President The person 
named may or may not be in the country at the 
time of the sitting of the council Ojala! The 
provision for the election of a non-resident to the 
Presidential chair is proof positive that Santa 
Anna is the person to be named, provided they 
can get in the city. 

Things look a little squally, but I do not be 
lieve the reactionists can make their point. They 
have not in them the elements of success. Thev 
have managed too badly in robbing everybody thev 
encountered with money in the country. 

The extraordinary powers grinted to the Pres- 
ident were officially published on the Gth inst. — 
They give him the right to loan $6,000,000, to 
dispose of the national militia to the number of 
20,000 men, and to exercise such other dictatorial 
powers as the peace of the country mav require. 
The dictatorship is to continue from the 3d inst , 
date of the extraordinary powers, to the 30th of 
April next. 

OH Board Steamship Tennessee,) 
Tuesday, Nov. 24, 1857. $ 
When in the city of Mexico, I was satisfied 
that the revolutionists could concentrate their 
strength upon no one but Santa Anna, and since 
coming aboard this steamer I have learned, 
through a source worthy of the highest consider 
ation, that Santa Anna'is the mau. Negotiations 
have been pending between him and the revolu 
tionists for some time past, and his arrival on the 
coast of Mexico at any moment would not be a 
matter of surprise. His coming will be the sig- 
nal for the downfall of Comonfort, who is said 
for a month past to have had his trunk ready for 
leaving the country. 

Since your last advices the revolutionists have 
made no headway in their detached, disconcerted, 
and predatory style of warfare. On the 8th, 
Mejia, who had taken Queretaro by assault was 
compelled to retire by the advance of a detach- 
ment of national troops from Guanajuato, after 
levying a contribution of about $19,(100 upon the 
wealthy citizens, and the city is now in the hands 
of the Government. At Guadalajara, Gen Illan- 
carte, one of the chiefs of the revolution, was ex 
pected, although he had not made his appear 
ance. On the 8th, Gen. Portilla, on his return 
from Vera Cr.z, whither he had gone with the 
specie train, was attacked by a band of pronunci- 
ados under Trujeqne. He concealed his battery 
to a favorable moment, when he opened upon the 
enemy and completely routed them, killing and 
wounding quite a number. This event was fol- 
lowed in Puebla by an attempted rising on the 
11th, which was timely discovered by the Gover- 
nor. The emissaries of the revolutionists were 
permitted to enter the quarters of the soldiers 
whom they were to coi rupt, when they were seized 
and five of them shot on the spot. 

On the 18th the town of Cuoutla was abandon- 
ed by the policemen and soldiers, and disorder 
reigned supreme in consequence of fears of the 
approach of Vicario. Toluca, the capital of the 
State of Mexico, has been in a state of siege for 
a week or two. It is held by Gen. Lamberg, who 
was reinforced from Mexico a few days since, and 
has been hourly in expectation of an attack. On 
the 7th, the town of Chietla, twenty-one leagues 
South of Puebla, was sacked by a band of two 
hundred partisans. The most active operations 
were, however, in the south near Cuernavaca. 
Another engagement had taken place, which 
resulted this time in the defeat of the pronuncia- 
dos. 

On the 6th inst., the extraordinary powers 
granted to Comonfort were officially promulgat 
ed, but up to the time of our leaving the capital 
there seemed to have been no important result 
flowing therefrom. On the night of the 5th a 
revolution was actually contemplated in the capi 
tal itself, and the next morning a whole battalion 
of the National Guard had to be disbanded, while 
a number of persons were imprisoned as partici 
pants in the rebellion. The negotiations for a 
loan of five millions, which was going on during 
the|two weeks we were in the capital , had not been 
concluded, although the most exorbitant interest 
was offered. The Government is therefore, with- 
out money; and strange as it may seem, retains 
power by reason of its own weakness, coupled, it 
is true, with the want of a leader upon whom the 
elements of opposition can concentrate. The 
revolutionists feel convinced that when they arc 
ready for their decisive blow, Comonfort must in 
evitably fall, and hence they remain content for 
the present. His political friends, it is said, will 
not permit him to leave the country, and although 
he has pursued a policy dictated by almost cul- 
pable clemency, it is" very doubtful if his life 
will be spared should he fall. 

Our party from California, consisting of Col. 
Inge, Major Carpenter, Messrs. Bell and Wash 
ington, left the city of Mexico on the 17th, 'and 
arrived without molestation in Vera Cruz on the 
morning of the 20th. About one day's journey 
from Vera Cruz wc passed an escort of 100 
-oldeirs conducting 22 prisoners in carriages. 
The exiles were brought aboard just as we were 
weighing anchor. Among them is Gen. Salas, 
President of Mexico during the American war, a 
veteran of 75, who has some 20 wounds on his 
person. Another exile is Col Don Jose Wush 
ington, who has taken a conspicuous part in the 
wars and revolutions of the republic. Gov. 
Pacheco of Guanajuato, is another of the exiles. 
He has been for two years a prisoner. Antonio 
Fernandez de Jaurequi, ex-Counselor of State, 
Augnstine Aguilar, and Col. Romero, who are 
among the exiles, are also men well known in 
Mexico. 

Another Tragedt. — We learn from Jos. Chan- 
dler, of Campbellsville, that a terrible tragedy 
was enacted at Neatsville, Adair county, on 
Friday last. It appears that a Mr. Redmond, a 
storekeeper at Neatsville, had circulated a report 
against a party of men, one of whom was a young 
man named Mr. Whorter, the son of a highly re- 
spectable citizen , that they were counterfeiters. 
They heard of this, and laid a plan to decoy Red- 
mond from his home and murder him. Mr. Whor 
ter divulged this to Redmond. On Friday the 
party made an attack on Redmond and his friends 
in Neatsville, among whom was Redmond's son 
and Mr. Whorter. Nearly fifty shots were fired. 
The elder Redmond was shot through the heart 
and instantly killed. Mr. Whorter was shot in 
the back of the head, and it is thought cannot re 
cover.

vond the original contest between pro and con 
slavery men. The question upon v. Iiicli parties 
in Kansas are now arrayed is whether the reople 
shall have the right of self government. Whether 
Gov. Walker will be able to impress his own 
views upon the Administration in regard to the 
subject is to be seen. 

It is entirely certain, however, that any at 
tempt by the federal government to force the con 
stitution ol the convention upon Kansas will be 
utterly abortive. No State government formed 
under that constitution will ever be allowed to 
perform their function*. It is to be hoped, there 
fore, that Congress will, as so ui as tin- Kansas 
constitution shall be presented to them, refer it 
back to the people, together with a law, framed 
upon the model of the Minnesota act, lor the for 
mat ion of a State constitution preparatoi v to the 
admission of the State into the Union. No par- 
ty need object to this course, and it is not to be 
taken for granted that the Administration will be 
opposed to it ION.

A very little reflection, we think, will satisfy- 
any sincere Democrat that the real issue now pre- 
sented is whether Kansas is to be admitted as a 
State with a Constitution formed by a body of 
men chosen and empowered according to all the 
1. .'•ii>~ <il law to make a Constitution, or with one 
formed by a body of usurpers having no preteuce 
of legal authority, and iu all respects no better 
than a mob. The idea as to the failure of the 
convention to submit the entire Constitution to 
the people for ratification or rejection, on which 
some of our Democratic cotemporaries have gone 
off, will be found, on examination, not to present 
the true issue now involved. Under ordinary 
circumstances, we should most heartily have ap- 
proved the submission of the whole Constitution 
to the r ?ople. The principle on which such 6ub 
m i — ion is properly made is sound, and ought not 
to be disregarded except for sufficient reasons — 
We think the reasons in the preseut case fully 
justified the convention in a partial but uuimpor- 
tant departure from the principle. 

We admit, in all its force, the peculiar obliga- 
tion which rested on the Kansas convention to 
adhere faithfully to the principle of popular sov- 
ereignty contained in the Kansas act. If we 
were not satisfied that the true spirit of that prin- 
ciple was carried out by the ac; ; oiiof the conven 
tion we should oppose it at all hazards. What is 
the spirit of that great doctrine on which the 
Democratic party fought its triumphant battle in 
1856, and which has been emphatically endorsed 
by President Buchanan? It is that the people of 
Kansas should have the right to regulate their 
domestic institutions in their own way. Will any 
ore deny that this priuciple was engrafted upon 
the Kansas bill with exclusive reference to the 
slavery question? The true intent and spirit of 
the Kansa- bill was that the people of Kansas, 
when thev came to form a Constitution, should 
either adopt or reject the institution of slavery, 
as thev pleased. No candid man will dispute this 
proposition. The question, then, which solves 
the whole matter is simply this: Has the Kansas 
convention secured to the people of the Territo- 
ry the right to make Kansas a free or slave 
State? If this right is secured, then the true 
spirit ot the Kansas law is carried out. On this 
point the language of the convention as contain- 
ed in the schedule to the Constitution furnishesa 
conclusive answer. 

No fair minded man can read the schedule at- 
tached to the Kansas Constitution and then deny 
that the convention had secured to the people of 
Kansas the right to have a free or a slave State. 
It is a contemptible quibble to say that if a major- 
ity vote for the "Constitution without slavery" it 
will still be a slave S'ate, because "the right of 
property in slaves now in the Territory shall in no 
manner be interfered with." The convention 
could not have interfered with the right of prop 
erty in the slaves now in Kansas. That right is 
fixed and declared to be valid by the highest ju- 
dicial authority, and no power existed in the con- 
To all 
be a 



ing and spirit of the Kansas act will have been 

fulfilled. 

But those of our Democratic contemporaries 

who object to the action of the convention insist 
that the whole Constitution should have been sub- 
mitted to a popular vote; and because that was 
not done they denounce the convention as viola- 
tors of the principle of the Kansas law. Will 
any of our objecting cotemporaries pretend that 
when the Kansas bill was pending it never was 
contemplated by anxbody that the popular sover- 
eignty clause had reference to any other subject 
than that of slavery? Surely not. Then it is a 
mere "sticking in the bark" to say that the con 
vention has failed to carry out the great object 
aud the true spirit of the Kansas law. 

The question, however, recurs, why did the 
convention determine to submit only the slavery 
clause to the popular judgment? Was it because 
the people ought to have the privilege of pass 
ing judgment on their fundamental law? This 
could not be the reason, because the only ques- 
tion about w hich the popular mind was known to 
be agitated and divided was submitted. There 
had been no agitation or division on any other 
subject than slavery, and, iu submitting this, the 
convention showed that it was not designed to 
impose a constitution on the peop'e containing 
any provision on whicl) they had indicated a de 
sire to express their judgment. Still the inter- 
rogatory may be pressed — if the convention were 
willing to submit the slavery clause to the peo- 
t'ie, why not submit the residue of the constitu 
tion? We answer what we suppose to be the 
true reason. The convention wished Kansas to 
lie admitted as a State. They wished to be ad 
tuitted either as a free or slave State, as the peo 
pla might choose, and they wished it to be admit- 
ted promptly, that there might be an end to the 
agitation and trouble which had so long disturb 
ed the peace of the country. The only way to 
attain this important object was to submit for pop 
lar judgment the only subject which had caused 
the agitation and the disturbance of the national 
peace. It was well known that those who would 
vote against the slavery clause would also vote 
against every other clause in the Constitution — 
not because they objected to any other than the 
slavery clause, but because they denied the legal 
authority of the convention to sit and make a 
Iejral Constiiu'.ioii, and because they were all the 
lime insisting that thev had already made a legal 
Constitution at Topeka. To submit the whole 
C in-timiiou, therefore, was to endanger the fate 
of the whole and to prolong the agitation of the 
slavery question. It \\vi- known that the advo- 
eates of the Topeka Constitution would vote 
against any Constitution made by the legally con 
Mituted convention. It was not simply that they 
were opposed to slavery, but they were factiously 
bent on having no Constitution that was made by 
a body organized in pur-nance if the laws of Kan 
«as, and none but that illegally made at Topeka. 
Under such circumstances, the convention deter- 
mined to tender a compromise that would show 
to the whole country that they were sincerely 
anxious to restore peace and quiet to the country 
They determined to carry out the spirit of the 
Kansas law by securing t i tiic people the right to 
have a free or a slave State. We think the de- 
liberate judgment of the country will sustain the 
action of the convention, whilst the opposition to 
its action, so fiercely manifested by the black re 
.uiblic.ins. conclusively shows that couliuued agi 
tation is the real object they have in view. We 
repeat our deep regret that any of our Democrat- 
tie cotemporaries should be found co operating 
with them in a course calculated to prolong agi- 
tation. We repeat our earnest hope that when

Ax Kf .dotic a l. — Our acquaintance with 

Gen. V» t m. T. Haskell, of Tennessee, was 
coranr .encad at t lie ball recently given at 
the Lexington Asylum. We were then 
struck by Lis lofty and commanding; ap- 
pearance, and delighted with the exquUiic 
ease and elegance of his conversation. 
When he visited this city a day or two 
ago, we renewed that slight acquaintance 
and spent some hours in his companv, be- 
ing carried away by the sparklings of his 
glorious genius and irresistibly atlracted 
by the poetic grandeur of his spirit. Dur- 
ing that conversation he, among many 
others of a similar character, related the 
following anecdote, with which we were so 
much pleased that, at the solicitation of 
several gentlemen, he was induced to com- 
mit it to paper. With this brief explana- 
tion of the manner in which the following 
anecdote was given to us for publication, 
we now give it to our readers: 

"In .Memoriam." 

Frankfort, Dec. 2d, 1*57. 
Thomas M. Green, Esq., 

Editor of "t/ir Frankfort Commonwealth.'" 

Sir: Lieut. Thouas Lwell of Gen. Pkrsifer 
F. Smith's Rifle Regiment, now Col. Lorimg's, 
who lost an arm in Mexico, fell upon the storm- 
swept and fire girdled height of Cerro Gordo, lead- 
ing that desperate assault. 

The night before the battle, with five men, he 
reconnoitercd and discovered the salient point of 
stuck. In the storming of the height on the 
morning afterwards he threw himself, heroically, 
far in advance of the charging columns, and was 
the first to encounter the enemy, alone, like Caius 
Marcius, within the gates of Carioli. Of his 
death Col. Lorinu in his report says: 

"■Foremost in the assault, and /mi in the entmy's 
Citadel, was First Lieutenant Thomas Eweli., of 
Company 4 , u?Ao in desptrate, personal conflict 
with the MM if the retreating foe, fellmortalbj wound- 
ed on tliejield of his imperishable glory." 

When Gen. Scott ascended the height, he 
threw himscll from his charger, and kneeling by 
his side, lilted his head upou his knee, bathed iu 
tears, aud his voice trembling with manly emo- 
tion, exclaimed, »J% brace boy, you will not die, 
you must not die, you shall not die. Lice; UoeU 
History shall record it, you were the Hero of Cerro 
Gordo!" 

Lieut. Eweli. was born in Fauquier county, 
Virginia, and was appointed to the army from 
Jackson, in Madison county, Tennessee. He 
was a grand sou of Benjamin Stoodert, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, under Thomas Jefferson. 
He fell at the early age of twenty -three. He 
was my intimate personal friend, and school-boy 
companion. 

Will not Tennessee erect a Mausoleum to his 
memory, and consecrate him to immortal glory? 
"Sweet sleep the dead, who sink to rest, 
By all their country 'i wishes blest."
